She now awaits tbe official offer 
of the great powers to make proposals of 
peace between her and Turkey, if they 
please, but will not ask for it An official 
note from the powers will probably be 
presented at once, and all depends upon 
its terms. The reports in tbe newspapers 


of ac armistice are. not true, but an ar- 
mistice will probably be agreed upon If 
the peace negotiations are agreed upon." 


Greece Asks for Mediation*

through their representatives at Athens 
Kith a view of obtaining mediation.

the representatives have promised in tbeir 
replies to use their beet offices, except tbe 
rie:man Minister, who baa merely ac- 
knowledged, the receipt of'the note from 
tie Cabinet. 


The Forte la Inclined to support tbe

Washington, May 10. —Through the de- 


cision of the United States Supreme court 
rendered tcdny the Bell Telephone com- 
pany won the case brought against it by 
the United States to annul the last Ber- 
liner patent. This decision baa tho effect 
of continuing the control of the telephone 
by the Bell company for seventeen years 
from the date of the last patent granted 
in 1691. The government asked to have 
the patent set aside on the grounds that 
the delay of thirteen years in the paten 
ocffice was fraudulent and thought It th 
fault of the Telephone company in collu 
slon with patent officers. It is certain 
the opinion delivered by Justice Brewe 
held that there was no evidence of cor- 
ruption or 
undue influence exerolse< 


over the patent officers by the telephom 
company and no evidence that the delay 
n granting the patent was tronght abou 
by the company. Justice Hariaii dis 
sented.

A good deal Is bsing said about Sena- 


tor! Mason's vote against the general ar- 
bitration treaty. His critics proceed upon 
the assumption that in voting as'h°did 
the senator has refused to vote *o prevent 
war between this country and Great 
Brltiau. This assumption Is fatee and of 
course the reasoning of his critics must 
be, and Is, as false as the assumption. 
For 85 years this government bae had no 
war with Great Britain and the principal 
reason It has had no war with *hat great 
power lies in the fact that the war of 1813 
which Great Brltian elected toiave with 
the United States turned ouc most unfor- 
tunate fcr her.

The gold was prepared for 
shrjwn£n>t at the United States br'anch 


t San Francisco by packing .Turns 


in separate boxes, screwirg 


on the head, and sealing with wax each, 
•crew in the box, which was then 
blamped with a government seal. On 
Sundtiy before the sailing of the steam- 
er, a picked set of workmen from the 
mint were selected and the boxes of 
gold viere loaded on to drays before 
daylight and driven to the steamer, and 
there placed in the safe by the mint 
workmen. This was done so quietly 
and at such, unusual hours that it was 
knjown only to a few men and the offi- 
cers of the mail steamship conipatfy. 
When the gold v>as all stored in ith.« 
saJe, the subtreasurer locked it. The 
American consul at Panama, upon the 
arrival of the steamer, unlocked tlie 
safe, and the boxes of gold were taken 
across the isthmus on the cars by night, 
placed on. board the steamer at Abpin- 
vvall, and locked in the safe on ti!uit ship 
by the consul tlwre; thus no one on 
eilher steamer had any means of open- 
ing the safe while the gold was in 
transit. As I have remarked, the weight 
of the safe was hung on center pivots 
to keep the bottom of the safe in place; 
there were aLso side bolts fisetl so that 
they could be pulled ou1 at any desired 
time, the method of which was known 
only to the captains of the steamers. 
This arrangement had been pnnided 
in case that if any of the confederate 
trufoers attacked the 
Pacific Mail 


Bleamnrs, the southern confederacy 
i,hould not ha\e the benefit of the 
United States gold, for the captain of 
the steamer had instructions that if at- 
tacked lie WM to pull the bolt and let 
the millions go to the boftom of the 
pea. 


By reason of the intimate relations 


which Miss Elliot and \eville held with 
the family of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, they had become cognizant of ttie=e 
facts; and Neville BOOH after left Wash- 
ington for San Francisco in order to 
make preparation to capture the next 
large shipment of goternment gold 
from the Pacific ma.il steamer \vhieh 
should be designated by (he secretary 
of the treasury to carry it. Mise Klliot 
remained in Washington in order to get 
and send to Neville the date of the 
shipment* which she in her artfully art- 
less manner Intended to leam from the 
secretary of the treasury, who had be- 
come completely fascinated by her 
bcanty ami childlike winning ways. As 
soon as Neville had perfected his plans 
for seizing the steamer, a schooner was 
purchased in Callao, and arms and gune 
sufficient for two vessels, which had 
been shipped from England, «ere taken 
onTjoara. The schooner then sailed for 
Hie Santa Cruz islands, off Santa. Bar- 
bara, and there waited for another 
schooner, the Chapman, which bad been 
purchased at San Francisco. She was 
•xfeiisiWv fitter! oaitfor a poasti-nsr rov- 
age, and she took on board men enough 
te mac the two vessels. Both schooners 
were to fly the confederate flag un- 
der letters of marque. _ The schooner 
from Callao was named the Vesta, and 
was fitted up with a pivot gun, and 
made a formidable privateereman. 


Neville had worked out his plans so 


successfully that he wrote to Miss Elliot 
that he could be ready for action with- 
in two weeks alter her arrival in San 
Francisco. Upon receipt of this intel- 
ligence, Miss Elliot left Washington and 
sailed on the mnil steamer from New 
York, end arrived in Sao. Francisco in 
due course. Here they awaited the sail- 
ing of the vessel which had been desig- 
nated to carry a shipment of gold to the 
government.

L. Stephens, Miss Elliot, Neville and 
eight of their confederates took pas-' 
sage.

Some time within the next two weeks 


the old revenue cutter Andrew Johnson 
will pass Detroit en route for Cleveland. 
It will be her last trip as a revenue 
cutter. She has cleared from Milwau- 
kee, for many years her hailing' port, 
for the Soo, where Capt. Davis goes to 
look after some details of patrolling 
the Soo river this season. Then she will 
go to Cle\ eland, tie up at a dock and be 
knocked down to tihe highest bidder. 
At Cleveland Ca.pt. Davis* and his men 
will be transferred to the new revenue 
flyer Gresbam. 


The Johnson is one of the most fa- 


miliar craft on Lakes Michigan and Su- 
perior, and her passage will be like the 
removal of nn old friend. She is the 
last of the old sidewheelers on the lakes 
and it is doubtful if Uncle Sam ever se- 
cured more service from any one boat 
than from the Johnson. For the past 
32 years she has been plying the lakes, 
but in all this time there was but one 
occasion when it became necessary to 
discharge one of her guns loaded with 
solid shot. This was in bringinga gang 
of smugglers to lime in Lake Superior. 


At the time the Johnson was built, 


in Buffalo, in 1804. there were three 
sister boats built with her and all de- 
signed for the revenue service. Two 
•were side-wheelers like the Johnson, 
while the third was equipped with side 
propellers, but the experiment was not 
a successful one. Of the other two, one 
remains in the service of the govern 
ment, but greatly altered. The other 
two boats were the W. P. Feseenden and 
the John A. Dix. TheFessenden has its 
headquarters at Detroit, but some years 
ago was thoroughly overhauled and re- 
built with a steel hull. The Dix went 
out of commission years ego and was 
turned into a passenger steamer, doing 
service for some time out of Milw aukee 
on the old Engelman line. The craft 
is still in the passenger service at Chi- 
cago, as an excursion boat. 


Ca.pt. A. B. Davis, the commander of 


the Andy Johnson, and who will sail the 
Gresham, entered the revenue sen icu in 
1861. He was appointed to the com- 
mand of the Johnson in 1SS3 and served 
iothat position until 1835, when he was 
assigned to duty on the Pacific coast. 


188S he again returned to the com- 


mand of the Johnson, and has continued 
in that position up to the present time. 
3a.pt. Davis was born in Philadelphia in 
1832 
and went to sea when he w as 17 


years of age, on one of his father's ships. 
When only 21 years of age he became 
captain of the steamer (Jov. Von Ox- 
lolm, plying between Philadelphia and 
the West India islands, in the mer- 
chant service. The captain has been a 
widower since 1872.

King was appealed to by his white 


patrons, but in vain, and the marriage 
was set. 


The women, not to be outdone, con- 


sulted attorneys, and one of them, with 
a bill of injunction, started for Cordel 
to have it signed by Judge Litttejohn. 
The ground for injunction was that the 
marriage would destroy the value of the 
business done by King's partner. Love 
was not to be beaten, however, and the 
couple sought a black preacher and 
were made one, to the tears and indig- 
nation of the missionaries. 


A new development then arose in that 


the colored people who cater to white 
trade have cut King off their list. They 
say that while the whites kept the 
Chinaman on their list he was so 
treated, but now he has allied himself 
to the negress they will rule him out, 
as they do the rest of their race. The 
missionaries feel chagrined over the 
outcome of their first work in the for- 
eign field.

In the northern part ol the city there 
were such quantities of water in tbe 
streets that tbe sewers wonld not carry 
It off and tbe cellars of some of tbe houses 
were flooded. 


Manager Furguson Bnrned. 


The lightning made a good deal of trou- 


ble for tbe street car company. About 4 
o'clock In tbe afternoon Manager Fergu- 
son and Sol Ray, tbe engineer, were at 
tbe power house, working with the switch 
board. They attempted to put a plug in 
tbe switch board to connect two wires. 
Tbe lightning passed through tbe wires 
and caused a sudden blaze. 
Mr. Fergu- 


son's hands were burned quite severely, 
his face was slightly burned and bis eyes 
were also affected by the heat. Sol Bay, 
who was standing beside Mr. Ferguson 
when tbe accident happened, had one side 
cf his face and one hand badly burned. 
Tbe accident made a good deal of trouble 
for tbe company men and the cars were 
stopped for about an hour and a half. 


Other Damage. 


The lightning struck a telephone pole 


on West William street near Pine. Tbe 
lightning ran down tbe wire on the pole 
and took a piece out of one side. There 
was a high wind accompanying the rain 
which blew sign boards loose and did 
some little damage. Tbe tin roof of tbe 
little tower at the east end of the Library 
block was blown loose and swung In tbe 
wind. 


Tbe fire at tbe C. A. Towne dwelling 


on West King street It la thought was 
caused by lightning, not from a defective 
flue.
